T is natural for all Men 
when they are ſtraitned 
with fears or aTual in- 
felictties, to run for ſuc+ | 
cour to what their fancy 
or the next opportunity 
preſents , as an inſtru- 
ment of their eaſe and remedy. But that 
which aiſti nouiſhes men int theſe caſes K is 
the choice of their Sanituary : for to rely 
. #pon the Reeds of Egypt, or to ſnatch at. 
the Bulruſh:s of Nilus , may well become a: 
drowning man , whoſe reaſon is ſo wholl 
Jaded and ſurpriſed by fear , as to he 
w eff to him in that confuſion : but he 
whoſe * condition ( although it .be ſad) ©

es ſtill under the Maſtery of Reaſon , and 


hath time to deliberate, unleſs he places 
his hopes upon ſomething that is likely to 
exre his miſery , or at leaſt to eaſe it , by 
making his affliction lef, or his patience 
more , aoes deſerve that miſery he groans 
under. Stripes and remedilefs — are 
the lot of fools : But afflictions that happen 
to wiſe men or good men repreſent indeed 
the ſadneſſes of mortality, b:t they become 
Monuments and advantages of their piety 
and wiſaom. 


In this moſt unnatural War, commenced 
azainit the greateſt ſolemnities of 45 ona 
nity , and all that ts called God , I have 
been put to it to run ſome-whither to (an- 
(Fuary ; but whither , was fo great a que- 
ſtron, that had not Religion been my gutae, 
I had not known where to have found reſt 
or ſafety : when the King and the Laws, 
who by God and Man reſpettively are ap- 
Innocence and 


Truth , had themſelves the greateſt need 


of a Proteffor, And when in the beoin- 


ning of theſe troubles I haſtened to his Ma- 
jeſty , the caſe of the King and his good 
Subjeits 
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ready to be ſacrificed , the wood was pre- 
pared, the fire kindled , the knife was lift 
up, and the hand was ſtriking ; that if we 
had not been ſomething like Abraham too, 
and azainſt hope has believed in hope , we 
had been as much without comfort , as we 
were in outward appearance without re- 


meay. 


It was my cuſtom long ſince to ſecure my 
ſelf againſt the violences of Diſcontents a- 


broad, as Gerlon did againſt temptations, 
in angulis & libellis, 7» my books and my © 
retirements : but now 1 was deprived of 
both them, and driven to a publick view _ © 
and participation of thoſe dangers and mi» 
ſeries which threatned the Rzngdom and © 


diſturbed the evennefS of my former life, 
I was therefore conſtrained to amaſs toge- 
ther all thoſe arguments of hope and com- 
fort , by which men in the like condition 

ere ſupported ; and amiongF#t all the great 
examples of trouble and confidence , I rec- 
koned Kzne David one of the biggeſt , and 
of greateſt conſideration. For conſidering 
that he was a King vexed with a Civil

War,.. 
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War, his caſe had /o much of ours in it, 

that it was likely the devotions he nſed 


might fit our turn , and his comforts ſu- 
[tain 1. 


And indeed when I cane to lock upon 
the P/alter with a nearer ohſervation ,. and 
an eye diligent to eſþy my advantages and 
remedies there depoſited , I found very ma- | 
ny prayers againjt the enemies of the King 7 
and (hurch , and the miſeries of War. 1 

found ſo many admirable promiſes , ſo rare 
 wariety of expreſſions of the mercies of 
Goa, {o many confolatory hymus , the com- 
memoration of ſo many deliverances from 
dangers and deaths and Enemies, ſo many 
miracles of mercy and ſalvation , that F 
began to be ſo confident as to believe there 
could come no affliction great enough to | 
ſpend ſo great a ſtock of comfort as was laid F 

up in the treaſure of the Pſalter : the ſay- 
ing of St. Paul was here verified, If ſin 

i [and miſery] did abound, then did grace 

i fuperabound : and as we believe of the 
|' + Paſſionof (hriſt, it was ſo great as to be 
| able to ſatisfig for a thouſand worlas ; ſo 
| it is of the comforts of David's _— 
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The Pretace: 
they are more than ſufficient fo repair all 
the breaches of Mankind, But for the 
particular occaſion of creating confidences 


in us, that God will defend his Church and 


his Anointed , and all that truſt in him, 


againſt all their enemies , (which was our 


- , and contained in it all our needs for 


e preſent) I found ſo abundant ſupply, 


that of 


occaſions , 34 of them are expreſly made 
againſt God s and our enemies, 11 expreſly 
for the (hurch , 4 for the Kin: : that ts, 
a third part of a Pſalms relate particular- 
ly to the preſent occaſt ion , beſide many clau- 
ſes of reſperſion in the other , which if col- 
lefted in one, would of themſelves be great- 
arguments of hope to prevail in ſo good 4a 
cauſe. 


This which experience tausht me now, 
TI was promiſed before by a frequent teſt i- 
mony of the Dottors of the Church , who

due to the beſt el uſeful book in the 
whole: world: viz. The —_ profitable of

150 Pſalms, ſome whereof are 
Hiſtorical, many Enuchariſtical, many Pro-- 


phetical , and the reſt prayers for m_— | 
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books , the treaſury of holy inſtruftions, 
conſummationem totius paginz Theo- 
logic , the perfection of the whole Scri- 
pture ; ſo the ordinary Glols calls it , ar- 
ma juvenum , parva Biblia , tribulato- 
rum ſolatia, the young mans Armory, the 
Little Bible , the comfort of the diſtreſſed ; 
ſo others : to be ſaid by all men upon all 
occaſions , is the counſel of the moſt devout 
among them. But concerning the Pſalter 
there are good words enough , and real ob- 
ſervation of advantages in the ſeveral 
Prefaces before the Commentaries »p0# 
the Pſalms, ſet forth by the Fathers and 
Writers of the firſt and middle ages. 1 
leave the particular enumeration of thens 
fo the learned Divines of our (Church , to 
whom it is more proper : the ſumm of them 
75 this, which 'Tertullian alone hath ex- 
preſſed in his _Apolozie againſt the Gen- 
tiles, Omnes Bibliothecas, & omania 
monumenta unius Prophetz ſ{crinum 
Vincit, in quo videtur thzſaurus collo- 
catus eſſe totius Judaici Sacrament1 , & 
inde etiam noſtci. This book alone of 
the Prophet David hath is it ſome excel- 
bencies nay all the monuments of Learn«

ins in any Library whatſoever , and is. the 
ftore-houſe both of the Jewiſh ard Chri- 
{tian' Religion. 


But that which pleaſes me moſt is the 
faacy of S. Hilary , expoundins the Pſal- 
ter to be meant the Ky of David , /þo- 
ken. of by S. John iz his Revelation : 
And properly enourh : for if we conſiaer 
how many myſteries of Religion are open: 
ed to us in the Pſalter , how many things 
concernins Chriſt , what clear vaticinati- 
ons concerning his Birth , his Prieſthood, 
his Kynedom, his Death , the wery cir- 
cumſtances of his Paſſion, his Reſurreti- 
08 , and all the degrees of his Exaltation, 


more clearly and explicitly recorded in 


the Pſalter than in all the old Prophets 
beſides, we may eaſily believe that Chriſt 


with the Key of David i» his hand, is 
nothing elſe but (hriſt fully opened and. 


manifeſted to us in the Pſalms in the 


whole. myſtery of our Redemption. Omnes: 
pene Pſalmi Chriſti perſonam fuſti-- 
nent, ſaith Tertullian, Amoſt all the 


Pſalms repreſent the Perſon of Chri#t. 


Now.this Key of. David Opens. not only: 
the- : 
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the: Kingdom of Grace , by revelation of 
the Myſteries of our Religion , but the 
Kingdom of Heaven too.;, it being ſuch 
a colleftion of Prayers, Euchariſt , aits of 
hope, of love, of patience , and all other 
Chriſtian vertues, that as the everlaſt ins 
Kjnedom i given to the Heir of the houſe 
of David,./o the honour of opening that 
Kingdom tu given to the firſt Prince of 
that Family ; the Pſalms of his Father 
David are one of the be#t inlets into the 
Kingdom of the Son. Something to this 
purpoſe is that ſaying of one of the old Do- 
ors, Vox Plalmodiz fi ref&to corde di- 
rigatur , in tantum omnipotenti Deo 
aditum ad animum aperit , ut intentz 
anme vel prophetiz myſteria vel com- 
punctionis ſpiritum infundat : The /ay- 
ing or ſinging of Pſalms opens a way ſo 
wide for God to enter into the heart , that 
a devout ſoul ' does uſually from ſuch an 
zmployment receive the grace of compun- 
a10n and contrition, or of underſtanding 
Prophecies. | 
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Upon ſuch premiſes as theſe , or better,. 
#be (hurch of God in all Ages hath made 
David's

David”s Pſalter the greateſt part of her 
pablick .and private devotions ; ſometimes * 
dividing the Pſalter into le even parts, 
that every Weeks devotion might ſpend 
it all, 


Sometimes decreeing that it ſhould be ſaid 
day and night. Otherwhile injoyning the 
recitation of the whole Pſalter before the 
celebration of the Bleſſed Sacrament ; and 
after ſome time it was made the publick of-

It was the general uſe of ( briſtendom 1 to |

ſay the Pſalms Antiphonatim, by way of 
Verſe and Anſwer , ſaith Suidas ; and ſo 
ancient, that the Religious of S. Mark is 
Alexandria uſed it, ſaith Philo the Jew ;

Diodorus brought it" firit into the (Church 
of Antioch. 


And for the 4 Dewvotions , that- 
they chiefly conſiſted of the Pſalms , we 
ave great probability from the ftrict re- 
qutring it of the (ergy, and particularly 
from them who came to be ordained , great® :

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'- - readinef of ſaying the Pſalter by heart.

It was S. Hierom's counſel to Ruſticus: 
aud when $. Gregory was to ordain- the 
Biſhop of Ancona, his inquiry concerning 
his Cotonicel ſufficiency was, uf he could 
ſay David's Pſalms without book, and for 
a diſability of. doing it , John the Prieſt 
was rejetted from the Biſhoprick of Ra- 
venaa. But this I conceive more relates 
to their private than to their publick ae- 
wvotions : for cannot think but that. in 
reſþet of the publick Liturgie, it was enough 
for Biſhops and Prieſts to read the Pſalm ; 
the requiring ability to remember them. 
* mas. to engage them to a frequent uſe of 
' fo admirable devotions in their- private 


offices. 


But: the Pſalms were not» only of uſe to 

- the Church , as they lay in their own po- 
ſition and form, but the devout men of ſe- 

, weral apes drew them into (ollefts, Anti- 
phonaries, Reſponſories, and all other parts 
of their devotions. They made their pray- 
+ ers out of the Pſalms ; their confeſſions; 
+ their doxologies,, theirejuculations for the 
F anoſt part were clauſes or periods of the 
"8 P/alter. 
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into their ſcyeral claſſes, and that was 
much of his devotion ; the Colleftion is 


ſtill extant under the Name of S. Hie- * 
rom”s Pſalter. S. Athanaſius made an_

But if we look into 

Liturgies of the, Eaſtern and Weſtern

the example of Chriit if we confront the 
prattice of Antichriſt , nothing can be ſaid 


greater in commendation of this manner of 


devotion : for B. Hippolytus, in his Ora- 
tion of the end of the World, ſaith, that 
in the days of, Antichriſt, Plalmorum de-" 
cantatio ceſſabit , they ſhall then no more 


uſe the ſinging or ſaying of Pſalms; which 


when I had obſerved , without any fur- : 
ther deliberation I fixed upon the P/alter - 


&s the beſt weapon againſt him , whoſe 


coming we have preat reaſon to believe is 


rot far off, ſo great preparation is making 


for him. 


From the example of Chriſt this. grew to 
be a praitice Apoſtolical , and their devo- 
tion came exatly home to the likeneſs of the 
deſign of this very Book : they turned the 
Pſalms into Prayers. 


Thus it was ſaid of Paul and Silas, 
AQ. 16. They prayed a Pſalm, /o #t is 
in the Greek ; and we have a (opy left 


us of one of the Prayers or (olletts which 


they made out of the bowels 7 the ſecond 
Pſalm ; it is in the fourth chapter of the 


Atts,. 


| 
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Acts, beginning at the 24. = and ena 
at the 31. And now I have ſhown you the 
reaſons of my choice, and the Precedents 
that I have followed. This laſt comes home 
to every circumſtance of my Book. IT only 
add this, That ſince accordin? to the in- 
ftruction of our bleſſed Saviour, God is to be 
worſhipped in Spirit and in truth ; no wor- 
ſhipping can be more true or more ſpiritual 
than the Pſalter, [aid with a pure mind and 
a hearty devotion. For David was God's 
inſtrument to the (hurch, teaching and aa- 
moniſhing us (4s onr duty is to each other ) 3 
in Pſalms and Hymns and ſpiritual Songs ; 
and the Spirit of Truth was the grand Di- 
Fator f what David wrote : fo that we, 
may confidently uſe this devotion as the 
Church of God ever did , making her ad- 
dreſſes to God moſt frequently by the Pſalms: 
fo Prudentius reports the guiſe of (hri- 
ſtendom.

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The Prayers which I awe colleffed out 
of the *Pſalms , are nothing elſe but the 
matter of the Pſalms put into anothes 
mood , and fitted to the neceſſities of (hr 
ftendom , and of our ſelves in particular, 
according to the firſt deſignation or ſecon- 
dary intention of the bleſſed Spirit : for 
the uſe of them could not expire in the 
perſon of David , though firſt occaſioned 
( many of them ) by his perſonal nece(ſi- 
ties : for all Scripture was written fer 
our learning , upon whom the ends of the 
world are come, ( ſaith the Apoſtle :_ ) 
and (hriſt, and his Apoſtles , and the 
Church of all ages , hath taught us by his 


example and precepts , that the purpoſes 
were of great extent, 


of the Holy Ghoſt 
and the profits univerſal both for times 
ana bas) bh. : ſo alſo were the Prayers 
which the Church made out of the Pſalms, 
and ſung them in her publick offices. Saint 
Auſtin found great advantages by ſuch 
devotions, as Jamſelf witneſſes ; Cum 
reminiſcor lachrymas meas quas. fudi 
ad cantus Ecclefiz in primordus recu- 
peratz fidei mex , magnam. inſtituty 
huyus 
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hujus utilitatem agnoſca , When T call 
to mind the many tears T ſhed when TI heard 
the Hymns and P[alms of the Church, 1 
cannot but acknowledge the great benefit of 
this inſtitution. 


And yet beſides the fn ſenſe of an 
aTua! devotion , which is ſooner had in 
#his uſe of the Pſalms than of other Pray- 
ers, I bave had a meditation that this 
manner of devotion might te a good Sym- 
bol and inftrument of Communion between 
Chriſtians of a different perfwafion : For 
if we would communicate in the ſame pri- 
vate devotions , it were 4 great degree of 
peace and charity: The Nicene" Fathers 
an their zeal againit Freſie , forbad their 
people to: be preſent at the Prayers of He- 
reticks": and they hal great reaſon, ſo 
long as they derived their Hereſie into 
their Liturgy , into their very Forms of 
Baptiſm. But IT am much ſcandalized , 


when I ſee a man refuſe to communicate 


with me in my Prayers , even ſuch as are 
in his own Breviary or Manual, For mne- 
* Thinks it is ſtrange that the Lords Prayer 
F 4 /f ſhould. be unhallowed in the mouth 


of

of a Proteſtant, and yet the whole affice 
from the mouth of one of their Prieſts, 
though never ſo wicked , though a Necro- 
mancer , a ſecret Jew , or any thing , ſo 
of their Communion , ſhall loſe no tittle 
of its [anttity and value. ' $0 long as #0+ 
thing of controverſie is brought into our 
prayers , (and certainly we may very well 
pray to God without 4 puting) and. De- 
wotion is not made a party ; he that refu: 

ſeth to joyn with me in what himſelf tox- 
feſſes true and holy , upon pretence I am 
a Heretick , will certainly prove himſelf” 
a Schiſmatick. For true it is, a Heretick 
is to be avoided , that is , in' his tempta- 
tion and in his hereſie, juſt as a notorious 
Fornicator , and Adulterer , a ſentenc'd 
Drunkard, and no more ; the Apoſtles rule 
excommunicates all alike , with ſuch men 
20 not to eat : and this rule cannot with 
ſo much eaſe and certainty be put to pra- 
ice in the caſe of hereſie as in the caſe of 
arunkenneſi, becauſe hereſie is as much 
harder to be judged as the ſoul is more ins 
viſible than the body; eſpecially if we 
make, herefie to be an errour , not in the 


great Articles of Faith only, but to confiſs 
| in 7

in minutes alſo : as all they do who ale 
to communicate with perſons diſagreeing 
even in the ſmalleſt Article. 


Brut he that is ready to joyn with aff the 
ſocieties of Chriſtians in the world in thoſe 
things which are certainly true , juſt and 
pious, gives great probation that he hath 
at leaſt animum Catholicum , zo Schi/- 
matical ſoul, becauſe he would attually com- 
municate with all (hriſtenaom , 7; bona 
fides in falſo articulo, ſizcere per ſwaſion 
(be it true or falſe) did not diſoblige him, 
ſince he clearly diſtinguiſhes perſons from 
things , and in all good things communi- 
cates with perſons bad enough in others. 
This is the Communion of charity , and 
when the (Communion of belief is inter- 
rupted by miſperſwaſion on one ſide , and 
too much confidence and want of charity 012 
the other , the erring party hath humane 
enfirmity to excuſe him , but the unchari- 
table nothing at all. This therefore is the 
bet and ſureſt way, Becauſe we are all apt 
to be deceived, to be ſincere tn our difqut- 
ſitions, modeſt in our determinations, cha- 
ritable i in our cenſures , and apt t0 commu- 

nicate

nicate in things of evident truth and con- 


feſſed holineſf. And ſuch is this devotion, 


the whole matter whereof” is the P/alms of 


David, and the Prayers ſymbolical , and 
alike in ſubſtance, and of the ſame expreſ- 
{ion throughout , where it is not already by 
cirenmſt ances. 


So that I thought I might not impru- 
aently intend this book as an inſtrument 


of publick charity to Chriſtians of differ- 


ent (onfeſſions. For I ſee that all ſorts of 


people ſing or ſay David's Pſalms, and by 
that uſe , if they underſtand the conſequen- 
. ces of their own Religion, accept ſet Forms 
of Prayer for their Liturgy, and this Form 
in fpectal is one of their own choices for de- 
wotion ; {o that if all Chriſtians that think 
David's P/a/ms lawful devotions , and 
ſhall obſerve the Colletts from them to be 
Juft of the [ame Religion , would joyn in 
. #thisor the like Form, I am ſomething con- 
; fident the produtt would be charity , beſides 
other ſpiritual advantages. For my own 
particular, ſince all Chriſtendom is ſo much 
. divided and ſubdivided into innumerable 
Sets, I knew not how to give a better

- evidence of my own belief”, and love of 


the Communion of Saints, and deteſtation 
of Schiſm , than by an Aft of Religion, 
whoſe conſequence might be ( if' men 
pleaſe) the advancement of an untverſal 
Communion. For in that which is -moſt 


concerning , and is the beſt preſerver of 


Charity, I mean prattical devotion and 
ative piety, the differences of (hriſtendoms 
are not ſo great and many, to make an eter- 
nal diſunion and frafture ; and if we in- 
ſtance in { wrgad , there is none at all abroad 
{ſome indeed we have commenced at home ) 

ut in the great diviſions 4 Chriftendom 
none at all, but concerning the objett of our 
prayers and adorations. For the Socinian 
ſhuts up the Holy Ghoſt from his Litanies, 
and places the Son of God in a lower form 
of addreff. But concerning him , I muſt
